More will 
get ‘Home 
Hero’ help 
services 

A SERVICE providing 
‘Home Heroes’ to help peo¬ 
ple live independently at 
home is being expanded fur¬ 
ther into Birmingham. 

The Home Heroes service, 
provided by the Halesow¬ 
en-based New Outlook char¬ 
ity, provides tailor-made 
packages for people who 
need help to carry on living 
in their own home. 

Each highly-trained 
helper can provide ser¬ 
vices including housework, 
shopping, preparing meals, 
paying bills, washing and 
dressing. They can even be 
a social companion, holiday 
escort or respite carer. 

New Outlook is already 
providing Home Heroes to 
assist older and vulnerable 
people in the Erdington and 
Harborne areas but it is now 
expanding the service to 
cover the areas surrounding 
those two districts. 

The expansion of Home 
Heroes comes soon after it 
emerged with flying colours 
from a routine Care Quality 
Commission inspection. The 
review said the service met 
every necessary standard, 
covering areas including 
the care and welfare of the 
people using the service and 
quality of service provision. 

New Outlook chief execu¬ 
tive Maureen Bradleysaid: 
“We’re really proud of the 
services we provide and it’s 
why we’re expanding.” 

Society is now 
back in profit 

THE West Bromwich Build¬ 
ing Society has returned to 
profit for the first time since 
the credit crunch. 

It follows a five-year ‘back 
to basics’ strategy for the 
165-year-old society, which 
has 36 branches. 

The society, which em¬ 
ploys 800, made a pre-tax 
profit of £2.1 million for the 
year to the end of March 
following a loss of £9.1m in 
2012/2013. It made a return 
to the residential lending 
market and lent £213.6m, 
up from £19.3m the previ¬ 
ous year. 


QUEEN'S AWARD 
FOR HOPE CENTRE 


VOLUNTEERS at a Halesowen centre 
which helps more than 100 residents 
across Dudley borough every week 
are celebrating a royal honour. 

The Hope Centre will be presented with 
the Queen’s Award for Voluntary Service, the 
equivalent of an MBE, at a special ceremony. 

It was officially announced the centre, in Andrew Road, 


had been honoured with the 
accolade being celebrated 
this week by volunteers and 
users of the centre. 

Representatives will at¬ 
tend the Queen’s garden 
party on Tuesday and will 
be presented with the award 
at a later date. 

The centre was set up in 
2010 as a meeting place and 
advice centre for residents. 

Need 

It is used by between 80 
and 140 people every week, 
helping people gain to ac¬ 
cess to help and providing 
items such as clothing and 
furniture, for those most in 
need. 

The centre has 14 vol¬ 
unteers who also help job 
seekers with their CVs and 
to improve their computer 
skills. 

A shop recently set up 
at the centre has proved a 
success in helping to raise 
funds for its work and is 
supported by members of 
the community who donate 
items. 

Volunteers said the Chris¬ 
tian-based centre operated 
on a ‘no barriers’ principle 
with people from all areas, 
backgrounds and religions 
welcome to use the centre. 

It was put forward for the 
award by Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris and former Belle 
Vale councillor Jill Nicholls. 

Volunteers from the cen¬ 
tre said they were ‘abso¬ 
lutely delighted’.

Camilla Phillips, who 
helped set up the charity, 
said: “It is an incredible ac¬ 
colade and a tribute to all of 
the hard work of volunteers. 
We are based on Christian 
values and our aim has al¬ 
ways been to serve the peo¬ 
ple of the community and 
treat everyone has family. 

“There are no boundaries 
we are open to everyone, no 
matter where they live in 
the Dudley borough. 

“Between 80 and 140 peo¬ 
ple access the service every 
week. We try to make as 
much available as possible 
to the community under 
one roof.” 

Camilla said there would 
be a big party to celebrate 
the centre receiving the 
award when the accolade 
would be presented. 

“That is still all being 
planned. A couple of us are 
going to the Queen’s garden 
party, which we are looking 
forward to.” 

The centre will be pre¬ 
sented with a crystal glass 
award and certificate signed 
by Her Majesty. 

Local assessment panels 
looked at the nominations 
and decided which to send to 
the national committee. The 
committee tmade recom¬ 
mendations to the Cabinet 
Office which sent the list to 
the Queen for her approval.

Project to unlock 'secret garden' 


HALESOWEN Abbey Trust wants 
to unlock a ‘secret garden’ by buying 
the site and creating a visitor centre 
inside. 

But the heritage group needs 
£20,000 to complete the purchase, 
and then £100,000 to kick-start a res¬ 
toration project of the walled garden, 
which in recent years has been tar¬ 
geted by vandals. 

Mick Freer, honorary secretary of 
the Halesowen Abbey Trust, said: 
“The walled garden has been here for 
240 years and yet most Halesowen 
people are unaware of this treasure 
in our midst. With The Friends of the 
Leasowes we intend to restore the lost 


garden and open it to the public, also 
turning the site into small allotments 
to grow again the food and flowers it 
once did. 

“We also want a visitor centre to tell 
people the history of the estate and 
garden.” 

The 141-acre Leasowes Estate is 
Grade I listed parkland developed 
by poet William Shenstone in 1743. 
After his death in 1763, the house and 
grounds were purchased by Edward 
Horne, who built a new house and the 
walled garden to grow vegetables and 
flowers for the estate. 

In 1934 Halesowen Council took 
over the estate before Stourbridge Col¬ 


lege took ownership of the garden in 
1974. Birmingham Metropolitan Col¬ 
lege now owns the site and has agreed 
to sell to Halesowen Abbey Trust. 

The trust is being supported by 
Marianne Diller, chairman of Friends 
of The Leasowes, and Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis MP James Morris. 

Mr Morris said: “Eerybody involved 
is working really hard to turn the 
garden into a fantastic asset for our 
community. I am delighted to support 
them and will be working with them 
to try to find more ways to raise the 
money to buy, restore and maintain 
the walled garden.” To help call Mr

Teen was 
punched 
over bin 
nuisance 

A MAN faces a curfew after 
taking the law into his own 
hands, confronting teenag¬ 
ers he believed responsible 
for anti-social behaviour be¬ 
fore punching one of them. 

Simon Hopkins struck 
his victim with a single 
blow after approaching the 
group in Rowley Regis, on 
November 30, after being 
contacted by his stepfather 
about youths causing a nui¬ 
sance near Birmingham 
Road. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard the injuries 
were so severe that the 
youth’s jaw was wired for 
more than six weeks. 

Hopkins approached the 
group and Mr Mark Rees, 
prosecuting, said they had 
began to gather around 
Hopkins who struck the 
victim with a left-handed 
punch. 

While one of the group 
later admitted knocking 
over a bin, there was no 
evidence the victim had 
misbehaved. Mr Rees said 
Hopkins showed remorse for 
what he had done. 

Hopkins, aged 24, of 
Chillington Walk, Rowley 
Regis, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of inflicting grievous 
bodily harm. He was given 
a 12-month jail sentence 
suspended for two years, 
100 hours unpaid work and 
placed under a three-month 
curfew from 9pm to 6am.

Action-packed trials 
to recruit soldiers

WEAPONS training, cross¬ 
country driving and learn¬ 
ing how to live rough - it is 
definitely not your average 
desk job. 

But it can be part of day-to- 
day life for a reservist soldier 
and a fast-track course this 
summer is hoping to put new re¬ 
cruits from the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire through their 
paces and boost ranks. 

There are plans to increase the 
national strength of the Army Re¬ 
serve, formally the Territorial 
Army, from 19,000 to 30,000 by 
2020, while cutting the regular 
army by 20,000, and it is hoped 90 
recruits will complete this year’s an¬ 
nual Midlands Challenge event. 

More than 125 people have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in the event, 
which starts in July and allows 
training to take place over a four- 
to-six-week period instead of up to 
one-and-a-half years, mainly over 
weekends. 

Training 

The course starts out at Swynner- 
ton Training Camp, in Cold Meece, 
Stone, but participants then move 
to Grantham and Catterick in 
North Yorkshire to complete their 
training. 

Lessons in soldiering skills in¬ 
clude weapons training, fitness 
and navigation and the chance to 
develop team building, decision 
making and leadership skills, with 
recruits benefiting from a new set 
of financial incentives. 

Facilities at the training camp in 
Stone include a 25m firing range 
for shooting practice and a driver’s 
cross-country training course. 

For training purposes, there are 
six huge £200,000 SVs, a dozen 
£58,000 Land Rovers and two bat¬ 
tlefield ambulances, each worth 
£85,000 which are specifically de¬ 
signed for driving cross-country. 

The 4th Battalion the Mercian 
Regiment (4 Mercian) is the unit’s 
Army Reserve element and is at 
Fallings Park, Wolverhampton. 

Craftsman Jennie Bird joined 
4 Mercian in 2007 after taking a 


motor service and repair course at 
the City of Wolverhampton College. 

The 24-year-old, of Upper Gornal, 
Dudley, is hoping to get her artic¬ 
ulated licence and be able to drive 
tanks. 

“I could never afford to do the 
driving courses normally. It keeps 
you fit and you never know what’s 
around the corner,” she said. 

Lance corporal Steve Smith, of 
Kidderminster, joined as a reserv¬ 
ist soldier in 2010. The 30-year-old 


also took the opportunity to go on a 
six-month tour to the Nad-e Ali dis¬ 
trict in Helmand Province, Afghan¬ 
istan, where he helped with patrols, 
security and liaised with locals. He 
said: “It was scary but rewarding.” 

Corporal Sarah Horne, aged 26, 
of Stapleton, Shrewsbury, said: “It’s 
changed my life for the better.” 

Other reservist from the Fallings 
Park section include Lcpl Rikki 
Richards, from Walsall, and Lcpl 
Andy Bolus, from Wolverhampton. 


After completing basic training, 
reservist soldiers are asked to com¬ 
mit at least 40 days in the year to 
training. Anyone aged between 18 
and 43 can choose to become an 
Army Reserve soldier and the re¬ 
cruits receive £300 when they sign 
up, £1,000 when they complete 
phase one of the training and a 
further £1,000 after the second ele¬ 
ment. They also get paid £35-a-day.

Armed 
robber is 
Jailed for 
six years 

AN armed robber who was 
part of a gang that battered 
its way into a couple’s coun¬ 
try home and stole their car 
has been jailed for six years. 

The Audi belonging to 
Robert Nguiguti and his 
wife, a doctor, was taken 
along with keys to a BMW 
motorbike, a handbag with 
£100 and bank cards, a lap¬ 
top containing private pa¬ 
tient files and an iPod. 

Levi Wilson, aged 19, of 
Cross Lane, Dudley, owned 
one of two imitation guns 
used to threaten the couple 
during the break-in near 
Bridgnorth, Stafford Crown 
Court heard. 

He was found guilty of 
robbery, burglary and two 
counts of possessing an of¬ 
fensive weapon following a 
trial in March. 

Wilson was jailed for 
three years for burglary, 
four years for robbery - to 
run concurrently - and 
two years for the firearms 
charge, to run consecutively. 

Simone O’Neil, 22, of 
Marshall Road, Portobello, 
Willenhall, was jailed forl8 
months for burglary. 

Nicholas Alexander, 26, 
of Chorley Gardens, Bil- 
ston; Donovan Wilson, 18, 
of Cross Lane, Dudley; and 
Omari Maitland, 18, of Les¬ 
lie Road, Wolverhampton, 
were cleared of the four 
charges they denied.

Hospitals 
see fall 
in attacks 
on staff 

ALMOST 500 assaults on 
NHS staff were reported at 
health trusts in the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire 
in a year. 

The figures come from 
NHS Protect, which works 
to safeguard NHS staff and 
resources from crime. 

Figures for the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust revealed there were 
74 assaults in 2012 to 2013, 
of which 24 were down to 
medical factors. 

This was down from 87 
the year before. But just one 
resulted in criminal action, 
figures provided by the trust 
to NHS Protect reveal. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “We appreciate that 
violence and aggression is 
sometimes driven by fear or 
confusion, or the patient’s 
medical condition and, as 
a result, our staff are very 
often reluctant to report 
incidents or take further 
action.” 

She added CCTV was 
in place 24 hours a day at 
its three hospitals, while a 
hospital watch scheme had 
been running for four years. 

At Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Trust, which 
runs Sandwell General Hos¬ 
pital, City Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham and care hubs in 
Rowley Regis and Leasowes, 
there were 198 assaults on 
staff - up from 180. 

Crash victim 
inquest opens 

AN ELDERLY woman 
killed in a three-car crash 
on a busy Black Country 
road has been named. 

Mary Woodall, aged 83, 
died after the Kia Picanto 
she was travelling in was in¬ 
volved in a collision in Crad- 
ley Heath on May 21. 

An inquest into the death 
of Mrs Woodall, from Row- 
ley Regis, was opened at 
Smethwick Coroners Court 
last week. She died at the 
scene of the accident on Wa¬ 
terfall Lane. 

The cause of death was re¬ 
corded as fatal injuries due 
to road traffic collision and 
the inquest was adjourned.

inquiry into fatal stabbing is nearly complete 



School girl Christina Edkins died aged 16 


THE inquiry into the death of schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins is nearing completion. 

The agency leading the review has said it 
will soon show the investigation’s findings 
to the key agencies involved. 

The family of Christina, 16, who was a 
student at Leasowes High School in Hale¬ 
sowen, will also have the chance to meet the 
commissioner and panel members before it 
is published. 

The inquiry involves Birmingham and 
Solihull Mental Health Trust, which vowed 
to carry out a ‘thorough investigation’ fol¬ 
lowing the sentencing of Christina’s killer 
Phillip Simelane. 


Simelane was released from prison un¬ 
supervised before attacking the 16-year-old 
on a bus in Birmingham in March last year. 
The 24-year-old from Walsall was detained 
indefinitely after pleading guilty to man¬ 
slaughter on the grounds of diminished 
responsibility. 

It had been expected the review would be 
published by the end of last year. 

Last week a spokesman for the Birming¬ 
ham Cross City Clinical Commissioning 
Group said: “We are aware that the inves¬ 
tigation into the circumstances leading up 
to the tragic death of Christina Edkins is 
nearing completion. 


“This investigation has involved a num¬ 
ber of key services who will shortly be asked 
to review the report findings and identify 
how learning will be embedded. 

“Before agreeing the final publication 
date of this report, the families will have the 
opportunity to meet with the commissioner 
and panel members to discuss the findings.” 

Christina’s great-uncle Chris Melia said 
the family had met with the review leaders 
in March and were now waiting to be in¬ 
vited for discussions ahead of the publica¬ 
tion of the report. 

He said: “It is very important that lessons 
are learned.” 


Anthem with passion and 
pride of the Black Country

THE lyrics speak with a patriotic 
passion to herald all that is hos¬ 
tin’ about the Black Country. 

And now people can purchase the 
anthem which has been adopted to 
help celebrate a landmark occasion. 

Black Country folk band The Empty Can 
have today released their ode I Vow to Thee, 
Black Country as a charity single. 

It has been named the official song for 
Black Country Day on July 14 and band- 
mates and supporters now hope the song 
will soar up the charts. 

The song, a Black Country version of the 
patriotic classic, I Vow to Thee My Country, 
is available to buy, priced at 99p. 

The band gathered at the Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley Zoo to help 
launch the single last week. 

Lead singer James Stevens, aged 37, 
thanked everyone who had made their 
dream of releasing the track possible. 

Backing 

And he urged everyone keen to celebrate 
life in the Black Country to come out and 
get behind the single. 

“If people in the area get behind it we 
genuinely believe we could get the Black 
Country in the charts,” James, from Gor- 
nal, said. “It’s been a brilliant experience, 
we’ve had a fantastic Black Country back¬ 
ing and we just wanted to do something 
to feel proud about where we come from. 

It has been an experience that we are very 
proud of going through and we have had a 
lot of fun and met some great people along 
the way. 

“We know that we are going to raise some 
money for charity and we couldn’t be more 
pleased now to see how it will play out.” 

Professional musician and youth worker 
James is joined in The Empty Can by Ra¬ 
chel Slater, 36, who is a nurse from Gornal, 
and 40-year-old guitarist and producer Ste¬ 
ven Henley, from Kingswinford, who works 
for a local family business. 

James says the Black Country Festival, 
an arts and music celebration to mark the 
day itself, has boosted awareness and sup¬ 
port for the day. 

A host of events are being organised 
through July, with the support of the four 
Black Country councils, to celebrate Black 


Country Day. All money raised through 
sales of the single will go to Compton Hos¬ 
pice. 

The charity has been chosen in dedi¬ 
cation to Steve Evans, a former Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council worker, magician, 
comedian and keen fisherman, who died in 
January, aged just 52, following a two-year 


battle with stomach cancer. The original 
song dates back to 1921 when a poem by 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice was set to music by 
Gustav Holst. 

The reworked piece was penned after the 
band struck up a conversation with Steve 
Edwards, who runs The Only Way is Dudley 
Facebook site. Steve, a factory worker from 


Brierley Hill, has created a video of iconic 
old images of the region for the single. 

He said: “People want an anthem to go 
with the flag and the national day that we 
now have on July 14 and this song is per¬ 
fect. 

“I would urge people to support the song 
and the Black Country by buying the single 
and helping to put us on the map.” 

Councillor Pete Lowe, deputy leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “The community re¬ 
sponse to the Black Country Day activities 
has been huge and the idea of a Black Coun¬ 
try anthem is something we fully support. 

“We will certainly be supporting I Vow to 
Thee Black Country to help it hit the charts 
and help put the whole region on the map.”

HERE we go. I wondered how long it would be before 
Education Secretary Michael Gove’s ban on taking kids 
on holiday in term time became a human-rights issue. 
Sure enough a group called Parents Want A Say claims 
the ban infringes the right to family life in the European 
Convention on Human Rights. The lawyers who cre¬ 
ated the Convention must be turning in their graves. 
Their solemn duty, after the horror of the Second World 
War, was to ensure the continent was never again tak¬ 
en over by dictators. The right to family life was drafted 
to prevent husbands, sons and fathers being carted off 
as slave labourers. It was never designed to give fam¬ 
ilies a fortnight together in Benidorm. Today the Con¬ 
vention has become so devalued that it is brandished 
by everyone from criminals who thoroughly deserve 
to be deported to silly pupils who don’t want to wear 
school uniform.

A 17-YEAR-OLD has been put behind bars 
for his part in racist gang attacks. 

The teenager, who cannot be named for legal reasons, 
assaulted two frail elderly men and an eight-year-old boy 
in a spate of four attacks in Cradley Heath and Old Hill. 

At Sandwell Youth Court he was sentenced to a total of 
eight months’ detention. 

Five other boys convicted for their parts in the attacks, 
all aged 15 and 16 and who also cannot be named due to 
their ages, were given youth | by Adam Grinsell 
rehabilitation orders of var¬ 
ious lengths and with vary¬ 
ing conditions. 

The five will all now also 
be electronically tagged 
for three months and must 
serve a curfew between 7pm 
and 7am. 

Appalled 

Sentencing them all, Dis¬ 
trict Judge Terence Eng¬ 
lish said: “I, along with any 
other right-thinking person, 
can be nothing less than 
appalled about the behav¬ 
iour that took place in those 
various incidents, in a short 
period of time in October. 

“In all but one case, all 
those victims who were 
targeted were especially 
vulnerable persons - in two 
cases two quite elderly and 
hardly sprightly gentlemen, 
and one eight-year-old boy 
who was coming out of the 
mosque accompanied by his 
mother. 

“They were subjected to 
violence and/or words by 
some of you. The only rea¬ 


son why those victims were 
targeted was because of the 
colour of their skin.” 

When being sentenced 
the defendant refused to 
allow security to handcuff 
him and a scuffle broke out 
inside the court which also 
included one of the other 
defendants, security and 
police. 

The youth had pleaded 
guilty to three racially ag¬ 
gravated common assaults, 
racially aggravated criminal 
damage and a racially aggra¬ 
vated public order offence. 

The other five were all 
found guilty after a three- 
day trial of various racially 
aggravated charges, in¬ 
cluding using threatening, 
abusive or insulting words 
or behaviour to cause har¬ 
assment, alarm or distress, 
using such words so that 
people would believe vio¬ 
lence would be used against 
them, and criminal damage.

Teenagers are sentenced SH

A MAN and two youths have been sentenced 
for robberies near railway stations at Black- 
heath, Rowley Regis and Old Hill.

The other teenager, 

. 16-year-old also from 
Smethwick, admitted rob¬ 
bery on the same date. 

A £10 Nokia mobile phone 
was taken from the victim. 

Dodd also pleaded guilty 
to charges of robbery and 
attempted robbery near to 
Blackheath railway station 
on January 11. 

He also admitted posses¬ 
sion of a knife when he was 
arrested by police on Janu¬ 
ary 13. 

The 17-year-old pleaded 
guilty to a further charge of 
robbery on January 17 when 
he took a mobile phone 


from a victim on a bus in 
Oldbury. He also admitted 
breach of a youth rehabili¬ 
tation order. The 16-year- 
old pleaded guilty. 

Dodd was sentenced to 
five-and-a-half years de¬ 
tention and the 17-year- 
old three years and eight 
months detention. 

The 16-year-old was given 
a detention and training 
order for four months. 

Mr Nick Wadsworth, 
prosecuting, said: “These of¬ 
fences all took place around 
public transport areas. The 
victims say it has affected 
them.” 

The court was told on Fri¬ 
day the two youths both had 
difficult upbringings which 
had affected their decisions. 

Mr Richard Gibbs, de¬ 
fending the 16-year-old, 
said although his client was 
young he was starting to see 
things from an adult view¬ 
point. 

Mr Anthony Bell, defend¬ 
ing Dodd, said his client had 
plans to ‘make a fresh start’.

MAKING another comeback 
worthy of Sinatra, silver-haired 
charmer Tony Blair has stepped 
into the old immigration chest¬ 
nut.

Jim journeys to 
remember battle 


Veteran Jim Aston speaks 
to Mark Andrews about his 
return to Italy to remember 
his fallen comrades 

“I was in a hotel just outside 
Cassino, (Italy) and I had just 
got off to sleep when I was 
woken by what appeared to be 
gunfire,” says Jim Aston. 

“I sat upright in my bed and won¬ 
dered what to do next. It turned 
out to be a fireworks display, but I 
thought I was back in the war.” 

The flashback happened last week, 
during an emotional return to the scene 
of one of the bloodiest battles of the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

Mr Aston, from Dudley, was one 14 
veterans who were taken on a return 
visit to the battlefields of Monte Cassino, 
where around 14,000 Allied troops were 
killed during some of the fiercest fighting 
of the conflict. 

It was a bittersweet return for the 
89-year-old, who lives in Coleridge Rise, 
Lower Gornal with his wife Lilian and 
son Paul. 

During the trip, he attended a service 
to commemorate the 70th anniversary of 
the end of the battle, and he also shared 
a joke with Prince Harry during a recep¬ 
tion at the British Embassy in Rome. 

But he said there were also moments 
of sadness, as he remembered his fallen 
comrades, and in particular a close friend 
who was killed as his convoy made its 
way to Monte Cassino. 

“When we went around the cemeter¬ 
ies, somebody asked me if I knew any of 
the people named on the grave,” he says. 

“I said I didn’t know them personally, 
but I had probably seen some of their 
bodies.” 

Driver Aston, who served with the 
Royal Corps of Signals from 1943 to 
1947, was attached to the 2nd Battalion

of Carpathian Rifles - a Polish unit - 
during the assault on the Italian town 
of Cassino which ended in May 1944. 

The week-long trip had been organ¬ 
ised by the Monte Cassino Society, 
and paid for by the Big Lottery Fund. 
A total of 101 went, including family 
members. 

Mr Aston told the prince he had to 
travel alone because his wife had been 
ill and had to pull out of the trip. 

“He told me not to worry, there were 
lots of other women around,” he said. 

He met the prince during a reception 


at the British embassy in Rome. Earlier 
in the day, they had attended a service 
at the Cassino War Cemetery. 

His role in the battle - which is often 
described as the forgotten campaign 
because it was overshadowed by the 
D-Day landings - was to lay the tele¬ 
phone wires that connected the obser¬ 
vation post to the artillery, supplying 
them with details about the range for 
the artillery. 

Many times, however, they ended up 
delivering the information in person. 

“The wires often got blown apart and 


it was easier to relay than repair,” he 
said. 

He said the noise from the shelling 
was phenomenal. 

“It was deafening,” he says. “We were 
in front of the artillery, and they were 
firing the shells over our heads, and the 
Germans were also firing them back at 
them. We were there, caught in the mid¬ 
dle of all this. We weren’t in any danger 
because the Germans were going for 
the positions behind us, but it was very 
frightening.” 

Sadly, one man who did not make it to 
the battle was his close friend Douglas 
Earl, a corporal who was killed at the 
age of 26 in a motorcycle crash. 

“We were travelling in convoy, we had 
passed through a town called Foggia, 
when shortly afterwards we came to a 
railway level crossing,” he says. 

“This crossing was not manned, and 
did not have a barrier, also it was on a 
double bend in the road. 

“I was driving the last truck to go over 
the crossing, and shortly after the ser¬ 
geant rode past shouting ‘Stop!’. 

“We all stopped, and we were told 
Douglas had been killed by a train on 
the crossing, it was an American freight 
train. 

“It hit me very hard at the time, we 
were good friends. He was a quiet man, 
not the regimental type of corporal, we 
were on first name terms. 

“I later discovered his wife was ex¬ 
pecting a baby.” 

During the trip he visited the Abbey 
at Monte Cassino, which was rebuilt 
after the war, and the ruined village of 
San Pietro Infine which was left in its 
bomb-ravaged state as a memorial. The 
servicemen were also taken to Cemetery 
Sangro River. 

The conditions of the series of four 
attacks were infamously tough, with 
soldiers having to climb steep terrain, 
brave terrible weather and withstand re¬ 
lentless Nazi bombardments. The four- 
month battle was viewed by Winston 
Churchill as crucial in securing Italy . 



THE task of trying to hold on to 
Cannock Chase next year just 
became a little more difficult for 
the Conservatives. Paul Snape, 
leader of the council’s Tory 
group, claimed MP Aidan Bur¬ 
ley had not spoken to him since 
February 3. 

This was two days before 
he announced he would not 
be contesting the seat again in 
2015, following a series of high- 
ly-critical national newspaper 
stories about his involvement in 
a stag party where he got the 
groom to wear a Nazi uniform. 

Mr Burley denies this and says 
they spoke in March, although 
Councillor Snape says it was just 
an exchange of pleasantries and 
did not really count. 

Things got very awkward for 
the Tories after the elections. It 
started with Mr Burley and his 
fiancee, Rawnsley councillor 
Jodie Jones, being noticeably 
absent from the election count. 

Then, as UKIP made enough 
gains to get level pegging with 
the Tories, Councillor Snape 
began to contemplate horse 
trading over who should be the 
official opposition. 

Miss Jones made the decision 
for him, revealing she had re¬ 
signed from the group to serve 
as an independent and plunging 
the Tories into third place. 

Councillor Snape, meanwhile, 
is now preparing his group to 
choose a new Parliamentary 
candidate to replace Mr Burley. 
With all not well between all the 
Tories, the candidate who wins 
that selection will have one of 
the least enviable tasks in poli¬ 
tics. 

Firstly, they have to try to hold 
on to the seat that produced 
the biggest swing to the Tories 
in 2010. That will be no easy 
job given how Labour have not 
only made gains on the council 
but also made a huge deal of 
the whole unfortunate Nazi busi¬ 
ness. 

Secondly, he or she will have 
to be able to liaise with Aidan 
Burley. 

If he’s not talking to party’s 
local leader, that opens up the 
potential for a lot of mixed mes¬ 
sages to the electorate. Thirdly, 
he or she will have to be nice 
about Aidan Burley in the face 
of criticism and ridicule about 
said stag do.

Trooper Kirk wins his

But three years later things 
looked a lot better after he had 
shed more than 6st in his own 
Battle of the Bulge. 

Now the father of two from Quarry 
Bank is fighting fit and serving as a 
trooper specialising in reconnaissance 
with Dudley-based B Squadron of 
the Royal Yeomanry - previously A 
Squadron of the Royal Mercian and 
Lancastrian Yeomanry. 

And he has not just changed his life 
style, he has also altered his job and is 
now driving buses between Birming¬ 
ham, Dudley and Merry Hill for Na¬ 
tional Express. 

Trooper Austin said: “It was always 
a bit of a dream to be in the services as 
my dad was in the Army. That ambi¬ 
tion drove me on and made me focus 
on losing the weight. 

Piled 

“I changed my diet, joined a gym 
and started running. It took a lot of 
will power but having that goal really 
helped me to stick with it. 

“The weight just piled on while I 
was a lorry driver because I was sitting 
in my cab all day and living on a greasy 
spoon diet. Now I am really feeling the 
benefit and able to do the things like 
doing physical activities with the kids 
that I always wanted to but was ham¬ 
pered by my size.” 

It was a big weight off the mind of 
the 6ft lin tall former Heathfields 
High School pupil when he joined the 
Reserve— formerly the Territorial 
Army — last year and recently showed 
how life had changed for him by climb¬ 
ing Ben Nevis in atrocious weather 
condition wearing 25kg of Army kit. 


The challenge raised money for the 
Love 2 Live charity that will be used 
to refurbish the garden for disabled 
residents at Acorn Lodge, Oldbury. 

Trooper hopes to put his training 
into practice on operations with the 
Army Reserve and is looking forward 
to trying his hand at parachuting on 
an adventure training course. 

He said: “I have gained a lot by join¬ 


ing the Reserve and my new found fit¬ 
ness is the thing I value most. 

“I would like to become a physical 
training instructor because it has 
made such a huge difference to my 
life.” 

New entrants to the Reserve are 
eligible for extra payments of up to 
£2,300 plus an annual tax-free bounty 
for completing minimum training.

Milestone for club set

Mr Pearce, now the only surviving 
founder member of the club, said: 
“We were losing the patch of land and 
everything. We wrote to everyone in 
the area, even as far away as Stoke. 
There was at least 10 sites I wrote 
to personally to try to get the land to 
form a club.” 

The group, under the name Tipton 
Sports and Social Club, could use a 
council-owned pitch for the football 
team but it still needed a club house - 
they first moved into a room above the 
Boscobel Tavern, on Boscobel Street, 
which they rented for £1 a week. 

They ran bingo sessions to amuse 
the 30 or so regular members, which 


were mostly the players and their 
wives. Mr Pearce, collecting the subs, 
had to sit at the top of the stairs in the 
pub so that the others had space for 
their activities inside the hired room. 

Eventually, running club Tipton 
Harriers approached the group, as its 
hut was on land that was also owned 
by Palethorpes - land which was also 
to be sold. Between the two clubs they 
agreed that Tipton Sports would buy 
the land, while in return for use of 
the building Tipton Harriers would 
be allowed to use the facilities as its 
headquarters. 

The club then had a home to call 
its own, and Tipton Sports and Social 
Club was born. 

As the club grew, their base im¬ 
proved, with a bar being installed, a 
car park laid, and in 1968 a new build¬ 
ing was erected. Since then the club’s 
home on Sedgley Road East has been 
significantly improved, and two years 
ago had a £98,000 refurbishment.

Jealous lover jailed for attack 
on suspected love rival' 


A JEALOUS lover who at¬ 
tacked a man he believed 
was having a relationship 
with his girlfriend, before 
warning him he would ‘shoot 
him if he told police’, has 
been jailed. 

Richard Aston turned up at the 
home of the victim with an unknown 
man at Ashenhurst Walk in Dudley. 

He attacked the victim at his home, 
punching him and kicking him in the 
head. 

Miss Alka Brigue, told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court: “The injured party 


had been watching television in bed at 
around 11pm. He heard a knock on the 
door and thought it was a neighbour. 

He opened the door and recognised 
the defendant and was pushed into the 
flat. He was punched in the face by the 
defendant and kicked in the head by 
both men. 

“Mr Aston was told to leave the vic¬ 
tim by the other man when it was seen 
he had had enough. 

“Before he left the defendant told 
the complainant he would shoot him 
if he told the police.” 

The victim suffered cuts to his head 
and a fractured cheek bone in the at¬ 
tack, in November last year. 


Aston was arrested at his home. 

A victim impact statement was read 
out where the complainant said he was 
scared of bumping into Aston again. 

The court heard that 57-year-old 
Aston had had 18 previous convictions 
for 24 offences. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending 
Aston, said: “Mr Aston tells me that 
the injured party may have been hav¬ 
ing a relationship with his partner.” 

Aston, of Clent Court, Vicarage 
Prospect, Dudley, pleaded guilty to 
grievous bodily harm with intent. 

He was jailed for four years and nine 
months and banned from contacting 
the victim directly or indirectly.

Redundancies at 
children's centres 

REDUNDANCIES have been made at children’s centres in 
Dudley as part of plans to slash £2.3million from the coun¬ 
cil budget. Just five out of 14 centre manager posts remain. 

It comes after Dudley Council made a u-turn on plans 
to close seven of the borough’s 20 centres. The proposals 
were shelved after thousands of people protested following 
the announcement. 

At the time, the council said all centres would remain 
open for the foreseeable future but it would need to look 
at other ways to make savings. Five main centres have 
retained services while others have had their hours slashed 
and number of services cut as a result. 

The council said five managers have been successfully 
appointed to the cluster centres. Four had volunteered for 
redundancy and one has already been redeployed into an¬ 
other council job. Another is in a trial redeployment role 
while the remaining three are seeking new positions.

Tributes paid to student killed 
as car crashes into bus stop 



Rebecca McManus, aged 21 


A YOUNG woman who died 
when she was hit by a car 
at a bus stop was ‘talented, 
warm, generous and lovely’, 
say devastated friends and 
teachers. 

Tributes have been flooding in 
for creative writing student, poet 
and musician Rebecca McManus. 

The 21-year-old, known for wear¬ 
ing a trademark red beret, died at the 
scene of the crash on the busy Hagley 
Road West in Bearwood on Saturday. 

Miss McManus, of Oldbury, had 
attended King Edward VI College in 
Stourbridge where she achieved four A 
Levels — two at A* and two at grade A 
— before enrolling with the University 


of East Anglia in Norwich for an Eng¬ 
lish literature with creative writing 
degree course. 

Jane Salmons, English literature 
tutor at King Edward VI College, said 
Miss McManus was an outstanding 
young woman. 

Talented 

“Not only was she gifted academi¬ 
cally, she was also a talented poet and 
musician,” she said. 

“She contributed to many aspects of 
college life and her warmth and gener¬ 
osity made her extremely popular with 
staff and students. 

“She will be greatly missed.” 

Professor Peter Womack, head of 
the School of Literature, Drama and 
Creative Writing (LDC) at the Uni¬ 


versity of East Anglia, said: “Rebecca 
was about to complete a three-year 
course in English literature with cre¬ 
ative writing. 

“She was an exploring, adventurous 
poet, and an active and popular mem¬ 
ber of the creative writing group and 
the wider LDC community.” 

Miss McManus was struck when a 
red Mitsubishi vehicle mounted the 
pavement and crashed into a bus stop. 

A second woman, also 21, who was 
with Miss McManus at the time of the 
crash which happened at 7.50pm on 
Saturday, is in a critical condition in 
hospital. 

A 32-year-old man was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 


Astle’s death is 
linked to headers 

THE family of West Bromwich Albion leg¬ 
end Jeff Astle have renewed calls for the 
Football Association to take action after 
new tests confirmed he died from the same 
disease found in brain damaged former 
boxers. 

The 59-year-old, best remembered for 
scoring the winning goal at the 1968 FA 
Cup final, died in 2002 after being originally 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease. 

But a doctor who carried out a re-exam¬ 
ination of Astle’s brain, after his family 
gave permission, now believes he suffered 
a progressive degenerative disease found in 
individuals with a history of multiple con¬ 
cussions and other head injury. 

His daughter Dawn wants The FA to 
warn others. The family had feared that 
his death was caused by heading footballs 
rather than Alzheimer’s disease. 

Now it has been confirmed that the 
England star is the first British footballer 
known to have fallen victim to chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy (CTE) which stems 
from repetitive low level blows to the head.

Trader is 
guilty of 
making 
fake DVDs 


A RADER has been found guilty of helping 
to run a counterfeit DVD business in Brier- 
ley Hill that made hundreds of thousands of 
pounds from unsuspecting customers. 

Thomas Fellows was company secretary at Sinew 
Enterprises Ltd, which his older stepbrother Simon 
Newby ran as a director. The company operated a 
‘counterfeiting factory’ in Dudley Road. 


It used various websites 
to sell pirated films and tel¬ 
evision series around the 
world, raking in thousands 
of pounds every week. 

Between October 2008 
and April 2010, one web¬ 
site received £242,055, all 
of which went straight into 
Newby’s account. 

Fellows, aged 28, of Clar¬ 
ence Street, Bilston, told a 
previous hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that 
his involvement with the 
business was limited to pro¬ 
cessing orders and sending 
out invoices. 

But a jury last week found 
him guilty of all 10 charges 
he faced - five of making 
counterfeit DVDs and an¬ 
other five of selling them. 

Newby, who wassaid to 
have been the ‘brains’ of 
the outfit, had previously 
pleaded guilty to numerous 
charges relating to making 
and selling fake DVDs. 

Both are due be sentenced 
on June 23. 

The pair were arrested 
following raids by Dudley 
Council trading standards 
officers at the business ad¬ 
dress and Newby’s home, in 
Bicton Drive, Brierley Hill. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting, said Newby was the 
‘brains’ of the outfit, while

Fellows was responsible 
for making and selling the 
counterfeit DVDs. 

The operation was uncov¬ 
ered when officers from the 
Federation Against Copy¬ 
right Theft they bought fake 
DVDs from the firm. 

Mr Jackson said: “They 
weren’t just copying a few 
here and there; they were 
running what we say was 
a counterfeit business, a 
business that was making 
thousands and thousands of 
pounds every week.” 

Ms Sonal Dashani, de¬ 
fending Fellows, told a pre¬ 
vious hearing none of the 
documents recovered re¬ 
lating to the DVD business 
contained his name. The 
court heard he believed it 
was not illegal to sell them. 

Fellows had said he was 
first employed to work for 
his stepbrother’s legitimate 
car-cleaning business, then 
worked packing cleaning 
products, before the DVD 
side of the business began 
taking up most of his time. 

He added he only agreed 
to become company secre¬ 
tary - a decision he called 
‘silly’ - because a bank had 
asked Newby for one when 
setting up an account.

Cadbury’s war 
tales are told 

THE wartime experiences 
of one of the West Mid¬ 
lands best known families 
has been revealed in a new 
documentary as part of the 
First World War centenary. 

The BBC programme 
‘Cadbury’s at War’ is show¬ 
ing the conflicting paths 
taken during the First 
World War by two broth¬ 
ers from Birmingham’s 
famous chocolate business 
family. Presented by for¬ 
mer champion boxer Richie 
Woodhall, the film tells the 
story of Laurence and Eg¬ 
bert Cadbury. The family 
had strong anti-war beliefs 
that put them at odds with 
the national call to arms. 

The documentary is part 
of the BBC’s World War 
One At Home project. It 
was broadcast on Monday 
but is available on the BBC 
iPlayer. 

City cycle ride is 
axed despite grant 

A CYCLE event in Bir¬ 
mingham has been axed 
despite council bosses get¬ 
ting millions of pounds to 
promote cycling in the city. 

The Birmingham Sky 
Ride was one of dozens of 
similar events across the 
country. Council bosses 
said it would not take place 
in the city this year as offi¬ 
cials could not find a suita¬ 
ble date and route. 

The city got a £17 million 
Government grant to cre¬ 
ate a safer cycle network. 
The council said: “Our 
partnership with British 
Cycling is particularly im¬ 
portant. We are working 
with them to establish a 
new route and date for the 
Sky Ride event in 2015.” 


Sewer blockages are up by 
50 per cent in Black Country 


SEWER blockages in part of the Midlands 
have increased by 50 per cent over the last 
four months according to new figures. 

Bosses at the water firm Severn Trent say house¬ 
holders in the Black Country are putting everything 
from nappies and razors to medicines and oil down 


their plugholes and toilets 

As a result the company 
says it has seen a spike of 
50 per cent in blocked sew¬ 
ers between November last 
year and March. They had 
207 reports of blockages in 
November while a total of 
312 blockages were reported 
in March. Residents are now 
being urged to dispose of 
household items properly 
rather than via their sinks 
and toilets. 

Fats 

Severn Trent Water waste 
water manager, James 
Jesic, says: “Sewer block¬ 
ages in the Black Country 
have increased by a huge 
number over the last few 
months. This is caused by 
people putting things down 
their toilets and sinks which 
they’re not supposed to. 

“Sewers are only designed 
to cope with toilet paper 
and human waste. So some 
of the things people throw 
down the toilet, like sani¬ 
tary products or nappies, 
can easily snag on the inside 
of a pipe and block it. 

“Some of the sewer pipes 
are only a few inches wide, 
any fats or oils that peo¬ 
ple throw down their sink 
can build up on the inside

of it, clogging it up, even if 
they rinse it off with boiling 
water.” 

He said that there are 
examples where the block 
sewers have caused sewage 
to pour into the road. 

Mr Jesic added: “When a 
sewer is blocked the waste 
has to go somewhere. This 
means it usually comes out 
of a drain and can flood 
roads, or even properties 
with sewage. During wet 
weather as we’ve been see¬ 
ing recently, it’s even more 
likely. As well as being ex¬ 
tremely unpleasant for our 
customers, it also ends up 
costing money to unblock, 
which is money we can’t re¬ 
invest elsewhere. 

“But all this can easily be 
avoided, by people disposing 
of items in the bin, and not 
the toilet or sink.” 

The company has pub¬ 
lished a list of items that 
it wants people to dispose 
of via a bin. It includes fat, 
oil and grease, kitchen roll, 
cleansing wipes, cotton 
wool, nappies, razors, med¬ 
icines, car oil, paint thinner 
and other chemicals, dental 
floss, underwear and tights.

A CRICKET club in the Black Country 
that was targeted by masked raiders 
has been given a help on the road to 
recovery thanks to a cash boost from 
a police fund. 

Old Hill Cricket Club in Cradley 
Heath has been given a £1,000 cash 
donation from West Midlands Police 
using money gained from the Police 
Property Act (PPA), a fund of money 
obtained through the sale of stolen 
property which has been in the pos¬ 
session of the police for more than 12 
months. 


The club will be investing the money 
donated by officer into new nets that 
will be used by young players honing 
their skills for county and district com¬ 
petitions. 

Nearly two months ago on April 13 
terrified staff and customers at the 
club were locked for an hour inside a 
freezing cellar by four masked robbers 
who threatened them with a screw¬ 
driver and stole personal possessions, 
spirits and cash from the club. 

The four robbers were all in their 
20s and wore scarves across their 


faces, gloves and dark coloured hooded 
tracksuits. 

PCSO Adam Blackford visited the 
club to hand over a cheque from the 
PPA. 

He said: “I am delighted to be donat¬ 
ing this money to a group which has 
such a positive effect for youngsters in 
our local community. 

“This club gives young people a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity to get involved in a 
positive sporting activity, whilst learn¬ 
ing discipline and increasing determi¬ 
nation and fitness.” 


Schools in 
Sandwell 
don't meet 
key targets 

ALMOST half of Sandwell’s 
secondary schools are per¬ 
forming below the national 
average. 

Ofsted statistics show 46 
per cent fall below the na¬ 
tional benchmark of 72 per 
cent rated good or outstand¬ 
ing - a trend repeated across 
the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The figures relate to the 
watchdog’s crucial rating of 
the overall effectiveness of a 
school. 

They show that only 
54 per cent of schools in 
Sandwell hit this target. 

But the statistics also 
showed Sandwell did not 
have a secondary school 
rated as inadequate, which 
is the bottom of the stand¬ 
ards table. 

In Dudley the number of 
top rated schools is just 45 
per cent, whilst the figure 
is 65 per cent in Walsall, 
68 per cent in Staffordshire 
and 69 per cent in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Headteachers said figures 
should not be the only way 
to mark performance and 
standards for pupils. Pank 
Patel, headteacher at Wood 
Green Academy in Wednes- 
bury, rated outstanding 
on three occasions, said: 
“We’ve got to be very care¬ 
ful on damning schools that 
are working really hard at 
improving. Standards are 
improving at a drastic rate. 
Schools are now working 
more collaboratively.” 

When statistics were com¬ 
piled in December, 10 per 
cent of Dudley’s secondaries 
were classed as inadequate.

Anger as McDonald's is 
granted 24-hour opening 


A MCDONALD’S fast food outlet will 
open 24 hours a day despiteobjec- 
tions from neighbours who claim the 
site has made their lives a nightmare. 

The burger joint on Dudley Road, Kingswin- 
ford, had closed at lam but the restaurant has 
been granted permission to open around the 
clock. Dudley Council’s licensing committee ap¬ 
proved a proposal to extend the hours despite 
residents complaining that late night diners had 
brought intimidation, litter and vandalism to 
their doorsteps. A review of the all night licence 
will be heard in six months. 


On granting the licence, committee chairman 
Councillor Hilary Bills said: “We have taken 
a long time to decide and have taken the resi¬ 
dents’ complaints very seriously, which is why 
we have placed a six month review on granting 
this change. Residents must keep a log of any 
incidents and contact both McDonalds and the 
relevant authorities with any problems.” 

An application to open until 5am was rejected 
in 2008 but in June 2013 the restaurant was 
permitted to open until lam. 

Mr Trevor Hall, Tim Hall and Dean Rock, 
residents living on Dudley Road objected. Mr 


Rock, who lives closest to the restaurant said: 
“I already have trouble with drivers parking 
in front of my house with music blaring. It is 
a nightmare. I have suffered verbal abuse from 
youngsters and have found milkshakes thrown 
up my fence. I constantly find sauce pots and 
wrappers in my garden and anti-social behav¬ 
iour has included my family being threatened 
by gangs of kids.” 

The expansion will see up to 15 jobs created 
and barrister Naomi Gillchrist, for McDonald’s, 
said no one had raised issues about anti-social 
behaviour with the firm.

The youngsters were born on April 20 and 
are now venturing out into their Tecton en¬ 
closure under the watchful eye of adults, 
who make up the zoo’s 16-strong meerkat 
community, known as a mob. 

Jill Hitchman, head of media and commu¬ 
nications at the Castle Hill site, said: “Both 
babies are doing very well and are getting a 
little bolder every day. 

“They are still very much under the guid¬ 
ance of the adult females but they have 
settled in and are making the most of the 
sunshine. You can’t really tell when a fe¬

E veryone’s gone football crazy, 
they’re football mad - and if 
you’ve managed to escape the 
sport so far, brace yourself, because 
you’re going to run into it very soon 
indeed. 

That’s because for the next month 
or so, both the BBC and ITV will be 
broadcasting the World Cup from 
Brazil, the sport’s biggest and most 
prestigious competition. 

And although British hopes rest on 
an unfancied England side, you can 
bet your bottom dollar that the nation 
will still be gripped to the screen, 
whether Roy Hodgson’s men escape 
the group of death and make it to the 
knockout stages or not.

“I’m looking forward to beating 
Robbie Williams’ and Big Sam’s 
England team and raising money for 
UNICEF.” 

England are leading in the head-to- 
head so far, having been beaten just 
once, in 2010, on penalties. 

That match raised almost £3million, 
while last year’s raised a record 
£4.9million - which is pretty good 
going in austerity Britain. But can the 
figure be beaten this time around? 
The fact that the UK Government will 


be matching the donations made by 
the public should certainly help. 

We’ll have to wait and see... 

Now 40, Robbie has hung up his 
boots and is acting as assistant 
manager this time around. 

“Soccer Aid returns for the fifth time 
in June and I admit there are scores 
to settle,” says the Robster.

Infiniti gives a buzz to 
luxury end of market

Infiniti for many, could conjure 
up images of children’s favourite 
Buzz Lightyear, So for those peo¬ 
ple still in the dark about Infiniti, 
the start of the Formula 1 season 
will give ample reminders. 

The Japanese car maker, the lux¬ 
ury arm of Nissan, sponsors the Red 
Bull racing team. And while the brand, 
launched in the UK continues to grow 
slowly in the public’s consciousness, 
it has been around for more than 25 
years, gaining particular success in 
America. 

Standout 

The cars are at the executive, luxury end 
of the market and offer a combination of 
standout design, powerful engines and cut¬ 
ting edge technology. 

The also offer a high level of standard 
equipment across the range, which can 
add many thousands to the prices of their 
competitors. 

No better example perhaps of this is the 
new Q50, a luxury saloon which is packed 
with technology and features a new, 2.1 litre 
diesel engine sourced from Mercedes, plus 
a hybrid version. It also marks the first car in 
the Q or QX range, which will brand all their 
cars, right up to the Formula 1 Q100 driven 
by Sebastian Vettel. 

It is an eye-catching car both inside and 


out and definitely food for thought for its 
German rivals. The turbocharged diesel 
gives the car decent acceleration and ex¬ 
cellent economy, plus, importantly, low C02 
emissions which make it a real option in the 
all-important business sector. Emissions of 
just 114 g/km put it in the lowest benefit in 
kind taxation bracket and while the claimed 
64-odd mpg average consumption seemed 
optimistic, the car was easily in the mid-50s 
range. 

The 170PS diesel has plenty of urge, pro¬ 
pelling the vehicle to 60mph from a stand¬ 
ing start in just 8.5 seconds and on to a top 
speed of 144mpg. 

But it is not all about the power. This is a 


refined unit with little diesel clatter and what 
engine, road and wind noise there is, is ef¬ 
fectively muffled by the car’s soundproof¬ 
ing system. Transmission is delivered via 
a slick-shifting six speed gearbox sending 
drive to the rear wheels. 

Another advantage is how the car looks, 
a distinct difference to the German market 
leaders and always attracting curiosity. It 
has flowing, yet muscular lines, eye-catch¬ 
ing headlight and rear light clusters, twin 
exhausts twin, five-spoke 17-inch alloys and 
off course the Infiniti badge. 

The exterior is also protected with the 
firms ‘healing’ paint, which self repairs small 
scratches. 


Inside the car is both roomy and com¬ 
fortable. It has the longest wheelbase in its 
class so both front and rear occupants get 
good head and leg room. It also features a 
huge 500 litre boot and the rear seat splits 
60/40 for extra luggage space and there is 
access to the boot through the rear centre 
armrest. 

The layout of the dash and controls is 
neat and logical while the dash features a 
battery of hi-tech equipment, dominated by 
the central dual touchscreen which looks 
pretty much like a computer tablet with its 
swipeable screen. 

Expensive 

For the most part fixtures and fitting are 
high class, but the expensive feeling soft 
touch finish in some areas is let down by 
some lower grade plastics. 

The steering wheel is also multi function 
and the car features the now-commonplace 
push button starter. 

Needless to say luxury cars need to ride 
well and the Q50 is a comfortable car to be 
a passenger and driver and although per¬ 
haps not the most dynamic of models, it still 
feels sure footed and grips well on corners. 

At just over £30k this is a lot of car for 
the money. Whether it can attract the po¬ 
tential buyers from the established German 
brands remains to be seen but throw in 
standard kit like Infiniti Drive Mode Selector, 
Bluetooth, rear view camera, zone adaptive 
climate control, six-speaker sound system 
and heated leather seats and it looks an at¬ 
tractive package.

However, Albion officials 
have privately dismissed the 
comments. 

They are continuing to in¬ 
terview potential candidates 
to replace Mel but ex-Swan- 
sea boss Michael Laudrup is 
unlikely to be among them 
after he appeared to rule 
himself out. 

Laudrup, who led Swan¬ 
sea to Capital One Cup suc¬ 
cess in 2013 but left the club 
last season amid frosty rela¬ 
tions with his players, had 
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been favoured by a section 
of the Albion fanbase as the 
ideal man to take over.

Meanwhile, Saido Bera- 
hino admits he has had a 
‘crazy’ season and he could 
never have anticipated the 
success he achieved in his 
breakthrough season at Al¬ 
bion. 

“It’s been a crazy season 
with ups and downs; my 
breakthrough into the first 
team, which I didn’t expect 
to go the way it did,” he said. 

“I thank God for 
everything that’s hap¬ 
pened.”
